SUN ALSO HAS STORM; 
100,000 MILE SPOTS 


| VISIBLE TO NAKED EYE 


Storms are raging on the sun as well 
as on earth at the present time, al- 
though there is no known relation be- 
tween the disturbances, according to 


observatory of the University of Chi- 
cago, Who yesterday announced that 
two gigantic sun spots are now readily 
visible to the naked eye through @ 
Smoked glass. 

“This disturbance has apparently 
developed from a deep seated center 
also active at the end of June,” Prof. 
Frost said. “It is in solar latitude 
about twenty-three degrees north. It 
came around the side of the sun 
about three to four days ago and was 
first seen here when it was very near 
the edge. Many photographs have been 
made by our assistant, W. W. Morgan, 
and very rapid changes are taking 


place. 

‘t There is a pretty good chance that 
a mimgnetic storm and northern lights 
may occur within the next few days. 
However, this is by no means certain, 
No terrestrial consequences other than 
those named of a magnetic and aurora] 
character can yet be attributed with 
‘certainty to the sun spots.” 

Sun spots are not generally visible 
to the naked eye until the group is 
about 100,000 miles in extent, Prof. 
Frost concluded.

THIRD INSTALLMENT 
OF INCOME TAX BEATS 
LAST YEAR’S RECORD 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—{Sre- 
cial. }—Income tax payments on Sept. 
15, when the third installments of this 
year’s taxes were due, are running 
abead of the third quarter of last 
year, according to incomplete estimates 


of the treasury department, 
The total will exceed §425,000,000 


and may tun to $440,000,000, according 

to Secretary of the Treasury Mellon. 
he total of the third installment last 
year was $424,329,053. Hach of the.; 
three installments this year has run 
ahead of last year, notwithstanding 
the fact that reduced tax rates have 
been in effect.

“Hurricanes are not winds that 
drive straight ahead. They are swirls 
of the cyclonic type. These swirling 
storm centers move relatively slowly 
across sea and land, sometimes at no 
greater speed than eight or ten miles 
an hour. But they suck air toward 
them from all sides at terrific speeds, 
up to 100 or more miles an hour. The 
month of September is considered by 
navy officers to be the month most 
likely to produce hurricanés.” 

Navy hydrographic charts disclose 
that while there have been 81 storms 
in the last 39 years in the Florida area 
during September, only one of these, 
followed the path of the Miami storm.
